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No persons occupying the cars other 
than the baggage and smoking-cars, 
with very few exceptions, were seri- 
ously injured. Within two minutes the 
uninjured male passengers and those of 
the train crew who had not been hurt 
began the work of rescue. 

Traveling Agent Frank Hewitt of the 
Pere Marquette, who was on the train 
bound for Detroit, and who escapdd 
with slight injuries, ran to the nearest 
telegraph office and telegraphed for a 
wrecking train and surgeons. Guided 
by groans and cries from the wrecked 
cars, the rescuers by the light of lan- 
terns delved into the wreckage and 
with fence timbers for levers pried out 
the sufferers. A special train bearing 
surgeons and officials was made up 
here immediately after the news 
was received and arrived at the wreck 
at 7:15 o'clock. Those of the injured 
who had been extricated were fmme- 
diately taken into the train and given 
emergency surgical aid and the offi- 


When all the injured had been taken 
out of the wreck the hospital tram 
was rushed back to Grand Rapids. 
where ambulances were in waiting to 
carry them to the hospitals where all 
arrangements had been made for their 
reception. The uninjured passengers 
were also brought back here. 

‘Three persons were killed right in 
front of my eyes,” said Miss Eva 
Steeter tonight, as she sat at the 
bedside of her mother in the hospital. 
‘A man, a woman and a hitle boy 
were sitting in front of my mother, 
and she was just one seat ahead of 
me.

They were with us 
and worked like tigers in their efforts 
to rescue the injured. One of them res- 
cued a woman who had been thrown 
under a seat. and against the hot 
steam pipes. She was in such a posi- 
tion that she would have been shock- 
ingly scaided by the escaping steam 
but for the brave fellow. who 
entered the car, and guided by her 
calis for help, found her and brought 
her out in safety.”

A Curious Appeal. 

Secretary Wiesler of the Labor Coun- 
cll is out in an appeal for the relief 
of the striking cloak makers. Wisler“ 
appeal is one of the curiosities of union- 
ism. Wisiler knows that the contention 
of the cloak makers is one of the most 
unjust that has ever been to the front 
in labor circles. He not only knows 
this, but he personally went before the 
cloak makers and denounced them for 
their action in striking for a free hour 
at full pay, when they were getting 
double the wages given in any other 
city in the world for the same class of 
work. Wisler has done everything in 
his power to induce the cloak maekers 
to settle their difficulty before the close 
of the year, for he knows that with the 
new year will come siack business, and 
the employers will then have no need 
of workmen. 

Wisler has not only worked hard 
himeelf to beat a little sense into the 
heads of the ignorant Poles who com- 
pose the Closk Makers’ Union, but 
he has called on others, even men who

It would be bed for the 
cause of unionism ü the truth were 
known, so a public address has been 
sent broadcast over the city making an 
appeal for the striking cloak makers, 
and is signed by Wisier as secretary of 
the Labor Council. In it he praises the 
cloak makers and tells Wat good citi- 
zens they are, and how industrious they 
are; tells how the terrible employers 
grind them down to the dirt, and how 
they are compelled to strike in order 
to make living wages. 


A Common Story. 

The story of the cloak makers in San 
Francisco is a common one. It may 
be said to be applicable to every other 
union in the city. It is a story of ar- 
rogance following the putting of a beg- 
gar on horseback. The cloak makers 
are all Russian Jews who came to this 
country to escape the persecution of 
théir people in the land of the Czar. 
At their old homes they were content 
to live on black bread, and work for a 
pittance beside which American wages 
is riches. Reaching San Francisco they 
were taken in aad cared for by He- 
brew relief associations until they could 
be placed with some mangpfacturer who 
would teach them trades until they 
were capable of good work, paying 
them liberal wages in the meantime. 

With American prosperity came the 
desire to hog everything that came 
their way, and the first step in this 
line was the formation of a union. The 
rest was easy. All others could now de 
kept out, and their fellow-sufferers who 
left Russia later were told that they 
could not learn the cloak makers’ 
trade in San Francisco, because there 
were enough workers here now, and if 
others were permitted to come in the 
wage scale would go down. 

With all competition shut out, the 
increase of wages was easy of accom- 
plishment. The point bas at last been 
reached that the average weekly wage 
of the cloak makers in San Francteco 
is $27. Many make more than this, and 
it is a matter of common knowledge 
that one man made 8 in one week by 
working twenty hours each of the seven 
days. 

But good times and good wages were 
not sufficient. The cloak makers want 
two hours off their Saturday work, but 
with no compensating cut 
wages. In other words, they wish fo 
get as much for six hours’ work on 
Saturday as they receive for eight 
hours’ work on the other days of the 
week. This is the whole contention. 
and even Wisler knows that the con- 
tention is bad. Yet he speaks, in his 
appeal for aid, of the “noble fight” 
made by the cloak makers against the 
grinding employers. Privately, Wisler 
calle the striking cloak makers such 
names as are usually heard about the 
gatherings of unionists, even going so 
far as to cast aspersions upon the reg- 
ularity of their alleged lineage. 

The Fight on Johnson. 

Restaurant Keeper Johnson is giving 
to the people of San Francisco an !llus- 
trated lesson.

There is an instant 
complaint to the commission, and that 
officer is suspended until his case can 
be investigated. 

But Johnson is happy. His business 
is improving every day. The day be- 
fore Christmas he had to put in two 
extra tabies to accommodate his pat- 
rons, and on Christmas Day he had 
to close his doors on the crowd until 
those inside could get their meals and 
get out. Inside, all around the walls, 
he had cha placed for waiting cus- 
tomers, and§.s fast as one would leave, 
the attendant at the door would let in 
another. So much for the efficacy of 
the boycott on a restaurant.

The following statement agreei 
with the one already quoted is — 
leading, tilogical, and, so far as strikes 
are concerned, untrue. Either the 
judges were not wel advised or have 
been misquoted. The statement is 
that “a labor organization is endowed 
with precisely the same legal right as 
is an individual to threaten to do that 
which it may lawfully do.” How long 
since is it that unincorpor: ted bodies 
became egal entities? Of ceurse the 
labor unions are jubilant. In this state- 
ment they can read the right to do . 
legil acts. whatever may be to the 
contrary. This is the way it will be 
interpreted, and I challenge « denial 
of this assertion. It is not enough to 
say the judges meant something differ 
ent. If they did, why ditn’t they say 
eo? It is this loose way of renderin 
that as played havoc with 
employers all over the country. 

The courts say labor organizations 
are legal; no one defies that. Courts 
have said that strikes, 
ets are legal. 
a sense may be true. But where is the 
dividing line between legal and Mera! 
strikes, boycotts, etc? The courts de- 
cide from their standpoint, which is 
theoretical. labor unions decide 
from their view, which is practical, 
wholly selfish and mercenary. It is the 
“how” these so-called legalities are 


ence possible. This the courts evi- 
dently have no thought t Their 
decision considers these acts in their 


passive or normal condition. The un- 
ions look at them as instruments for 
use in an arbitrary and destructive 
way. to compel employers to submit 
to their wishes. They consider that 
they have full liberty to hinder, 
struct, and, if possibile, to destroy the 
employer's business. 

From a decision of some judge (wise 
above what is fact.) has eome the 
maxim on which this decision is based. 
namely: “What it is lawful for one 
man to do ts lawful for a body of men 
to do: a maxim that 80 far as strikes 
are concerned ts illogical and absurd. 
It has become the shibboleth of labor 
writers as well as the maxim of the 
courts. But one might as well say, #0 
far as it relates to labor, “what te 
contradictory le consistent.” In all 
strikes the conditions attaching to the 
withdrawal of the individual (strik- 
ing. if you please) from work and the 
body of employés quitting work are 
entirely different. yhoever originated 
the maxim referred to knew absolutely 
nothing. practically, of what consti- 


tutes a strike. 

In some cases the maxim may be 
correct, but in its application to strikes 
ſt is erréneous. Let me give an 
tration of what a strike is, and see if 
the maxim referred to is true. In other 
words, let me give the court an object 
lesson of the Workings of ite decision— 
dose of its own medicine. 

A HYPOTHETICAL CASE FOR THE 
COURT ITSELF. 

Suppose the clerks, bailiffs and otner 
appointees of the court were to form 
a union, which they no doubt have a 
right to do, for mutual benefit and 
protection. Suppose that one of this 
number, for some real or fancied griev- 
ance, which the court refuses to rec- 
ognise or to remedy, I his work 
(this he does voluntarily.) and with- 
draws from the performance of his du- 
ties. The grievance still hurts, and 
believing that he has not been right'y 
dealt with, he takes his case to the 
union of which he and his fellow work- 
ers are members. The union takes up 
the matter and decides that the court 
must take cognizance of the complaint 
of ite fellow member and remedy It, 
and then reinstate him in his old place. 
This the court for reasons of its own 
declines to do. The representative of 
the union, usually termed a walking 
delegate, then calls on the court and 
threatens, (which is their practice in 
such cases.) that if the man is not 
reinstated u strike of all the employes 
of the court will be ordered. lu other 
words, all employés who are members 
of the union will be required % quit 
work. n the refusal of the court to

MINES RUNNING TO FULL CAPACITY, 
STRIKE STILL “OF.” 

Sowemithe’ First Move Was to do up 


“The Times,” but Indignant Citi- 
Resented the Interference 


th Their Reading Matter.

G. B. Wilson, who came into town 
yesterday from the Searchlight mining 
district of Arizona, tells a not unfa- 
miliar tale of labor-unton plotting, 
striking and ignominous defeat. 

In his camp the bitterest enmity was 
evinced by the Miners’ Federation to- 
ward The Times, and not a stone was 
left unturned by the malicious mischief 
makers to undermine the prestige and 
injure the business of this paper. Early 
in the year The Times was tabooed en- 
tirely, and, although two merchants 
hed Times signs hung out they were 
not allowed to sell any copies. Thanks 
to Wilson and a few others, however, 
the spiteful boycott hays been removed, 
and the arch-agitators themselves read 
The Times dally. 

Sald Wilson last evening: “Our strike 
at Gearchlight was merely a part of the 
genera! western strike declared by the 
heada of the miners’ union organiza- 
tion. With us it was a question of 
wages and hour—a trumped-up issue— 
for until the arrival of the agitators 
our workers were contented and pros- 
perous. The whole kettle of mischief 
was brewed by a sour trio named Hig- 
gins, Doyle and Burns. They were pol- 
tir’ tn their moves, and counseled 
strongly against violence—in public. 
Trouble wus started by some of the 
men soon, though. and one of our 
workers was waylald and beaten. The 
Sheriff and the local justice of the 
peace were with law and order, how- 
ever, and when we had the culprit ar- 
rested, tried and convicted for battery 
in a very short space of time, the 
damper it put on other belligerent spir- 
its was amazing. 

“We have no strike there now, al- 
thougif, according to the union's re- 
ports, we are right in the thick of it. 
The men Who left us have had their 
places filled by compeetnt independ- 
ent workers, and work ts being carried 
on just as it was before. I don't sup 
pose the strike ever will be declared 
off, for day by day the dupes who went 


out at thelr masters’ bequests are pick- 


ing up their things and quietly taking 
themselves off over the hills. 

“We feel that we owe a debt to The 
Times, and some of us have been hard 
at work there duringthe past few weeks 
building up a subscription for it, which 
comes readily enough, I can assure 
you. The yellow journals are really at 
the bottom of the discontent felt by 
many who were once peaceable, indus- 
trious, satisfied citizens and tollers.”

Reports of the contemplated change 
having got abroad, censiderable cau- 
tion is being exercised by “middlemen” 
and even smaller independent operators 
in making contracts for next year. One 
wholesaler, who also represents an in- 
dependent operator, refused a few days 
ago to make a contract for 100,000 tons 
of domestic sizes of anthracite at $4 per 
ton, Decause he said he could get coal 
at less than that figure after March 1. 
That the proposed reduction will not be 
received with enthusiasm by coal min- 
ers in the anthracite flelds goes without 
saying, as it means a joes of at least 
7 per cent. in theldr wages. According 
to the present average price of coal at 
tidewater, which is $4.65, miners are re- 
ceiving 7 per cent. more wages than 
was awarded them by the coal commis- 
sion. This award granted them a 10 
per cent. increase at the time the award 
was made, and placed the minimum 
price of coal at tidewater at $4.50 per 
ton.

FINCH NOT BLAMED. 


Coroner's Jury Finds That Thomas 

Mack’s Death Was Occasioned 

Solely by Fall from Lodging -house. 

The Coroner's jury in the case of the 
death of Thomas Mack, rendered a ver- 
dict yesterday simply finding that 
Mack met Mis death as the result of a 
fractured skull, received in falling from 
the Olive lodging-house. 

Dr. G. W. Campbell testified to the 
condition in which he found the body 
at the autopsy, and said he believed 
death to be the result of the fall, as, in 
his opinion,.a man could not walk ten 
or fifteen yards after receiving such 
a blow before he fell. 

This theory was well supported by 
the testimony of J. H. Small, who rooms 
at the Grand Central, next door to the 
Olive. He said be Was crossing the 
street when he saw Mack on the roof 
of the Olive, and acting as if trying 
to enter one of the windows of the 
Grand Central. He stepped to the 
coping of the second-story window and 
either stepped short or siipped; tried 
several times to catch hold of some- 
thing, and then fel] with a heavy thud 
to the ground.

Nicce of Jefferson Davis and Albert 


Sydney Johnston, Veteran of Three 
Wars and Looks Anxiously Forward 


to Possible Re-enlistment. 


At No. 241 South Main street. this 
city, is a winter visitor to Southern 
California who has a record of adven- 
turous achievement surpassed by but 
few living women. She is Mrs. C. W. 
Hartman, army nurse, secret-service 
officer who has been in the employ of 
two gevernments, a n niece of the 
distinguished Confederates, Jefferson 
Davis and Albert Sydney Johnston. 

Mre. Hartman is at an age where 
most women begin to look for an easy 
chair and the comforting warmth of 
a cozy fireside. She has nun more 
actual service than most veterans of 
the Rebellion, and yet she is tall and 
straight; there is not a gray hair in 
the raven abundance that crowns her 
head, there are no rows feet about 
her eyes, and her voice has the ringing 
timbre of a young girl. To bear out 
the unbelievable st.tement of her 
years and experience one needs to 
learn that she is accompanied on this 
visit by her granddauehter. 

Mrs. Hartman's first military service 
was under Gen. Nelson A. Miles, dur- 
ing the early war in Teras before the 
outbreak of the Civil War. Starting 
out from Dallas with Milos, this young 
woman scout wag for seventy-two 
hours continuously in the saddle. 
There were 450 men im the party, from 
seven different stations in Texas, and 
on their way across the plains they 
were suddenly attacked by a body of 
7 fully-armed Comanches. When 
Gen. Miles’s party had finished with 
them, all except seven had whooped 
their last war-whoop this side of the 
happy hunting- grounds. 

In the Civil War the Southern wo- 
man's heart's desire was only t: serve 
the “Cause.” During the last two 
years of the great conflict she was a 
Confederate spy. engaged in the most 
arduous and dangerous work. Part of 
her service was done in ississippi, 
around Grand Gulf, and .a several oc- 
casions she did not believe hea life 
worth a condle.

WATCHDOG OF 
DECK. 

The residents of Los Angeles and the 
migratory hosts then within its hos- 
Ditable gates, were startled on Christ- 
mas Morning ty a leu, rumbling sound 
that seemed to come from somewhere 
under the cellars, and which was ac- 
companied by a rocking motion of the 
earth that rattled the window panes 
and people of timid dispositions. For 
a time the occurreme took on an as- 
pect of mystery. Now, however, the 
mystery is cleared away and the equi- 
Ubrium of the earth and that of the 
population are, happily, both restored. 

In a signed article whict. appeared 
in print yestérday, Secreisry Baum- 
gardt, of the Southern California 
Academy of Sciences, says the phe- 
nomenon in question was what is com- 
moniy called an earthquake. Not only 
has the secretary discovered the na- 
ture of the phenomenon, but has laid 
bare the causes of the same. With the 
unerring instincts of the physicist, 
Baumgardt has ruthlessly probed the 
mystery to the bottom, and has dis- 
covered the hitherto unknown agencies 
which lead up to these distressing 
and fear-compelling seismic outbreaks. 
They are things that have long been 
a cause of wonder and bafflement, and 
it is with a wild thrill of pride that 
we point to the fact that, right here in 
Los Angeles, the solution of it all has 
been wrung from the stubborn bosom 
of Time and flung at the feet of an 
astonished world without it's costing 
anybody a cent. 

It was heretofore erroneously sup- 
posed that earthquakes were caused 
by stars falling through space, or by 
a condition of the weather. “This is 
not truce, however,” says Baumgardt, 
“as neither meteorological or aerial 
conditions have anything to do with 
the trembling of the earth's, crust.” 
Raumgardt ecouts this idea’ entirely. 
“The earth is hotter in the interior 
than at the crust,” he says. “Heat ex- 
pands and cold contracts. he says, 
“and the interior of the earth is con- 
tracting quicker than the surface on 
account of its greater heat. There it 
is in a nutshell! At last we know. 
“Under these conditions something 
has to give way,’ says Baumgardt, 
and rightly so. But that'll be about 
all,” he says. It is enough, and thank 
heaven that the terrible truth is no 
longer hidden from us! 

For the first time in its long and ex- 
citing history the world may breathe 
easy. Aeons and peons and all kinds 
of rumbles and celestial as well as 
terrestrial tramps may come and go. 
but now we know what causes an 
earthquake. Baumgardt has discov- 
ered it. But, in our joy at the relief 
we all must experience, let us not be 
forgetful of the debt we owe to Baum- 
gardt, the Astronomical Marvel who 
has soothed our restiess pillows and 


who has set at peace the vague 
alarms in our breasts. We do not 
wot—that is, we do not sufficiently 


woit—the gratitude due to those who, 
when we sleep, are the wide-eyed 
companions of the stars and from 
whose sleuth-like watch no crack in 
the earth's crust can escape unde- 
tected and with a whole hide. Galileo 
was chained in a calaboose, Columbus 
was treated like a yellow dog, and 
Herbert Spencer's clay was shut out 
of Westminster Abbey; but let us not 
fyrget Baumgardt, the discoverer of 
the cause of earthquakes.

OOSE COURT DECISIONS. 


One of the evils of the time, es- 
pecially in thg industrial world, is 
found in the form of court decisions so 
loosely worded as to be ambiguous 
or obscure in their meaning. Court de- 
cisions of this kind are an evil, be- 
cause they offer opportunity for gross 
misconstruction—an opportunity which 
laber agitators are not slow to take 
advantage of. * 

The courts are unquestionably honest 
and sincere, almost witheut exception, 
in their formally-declared opinions. The 
Times would not be understood as se- 
riously questioning this fact broadly. 
But they often fail to state their con- 
clusions in terms so definite and spe- 
cific as to admit of no misconstruction. 
This is peculiarly unfortunate, because 
so much depends upon the construction 
placed upon our laws by the courts, 
whose function it is to construe and 
define the law. 

A case in point is found in a decipion 
just rendered by the Supreme Cort 
of Minnesota. The case was that of W. 
I. Gray & Co. of Minneapolis against 
the Building Trades’ Council and oth- 
ers, in which the right of laborers to 
strike. and to induce others to strike, 
and to use all means to win their cause 
which are compatible with law and or- 
der,” was affirmed. It may be noted, 
in passing, that these abstract rights 
are denied by no one, and that thev 
have never been denied by anyone of 
intelligence. The langudge of the de- 
cision as quoted constitutes in effect 
an unnecessary double affirmative; for 
so long as no means incompatible with 
law and order are employed, of course 
no law is violated. No Daniel need 
come to judgment to make this dictum 
clear, nor to give it emphasis. But 
the Supreme Court declared, further, 
that Judge Gray of Minneapolis, “went 
too far when he restrained the defend- 
ants from going upon the premises,” 
in picketing the place where the strike 
was in progress. Judge Gray, in the 
trial court, had granted an injunction 
restraining the labor agitators from in- 
terfering with the business of the plain- 
tiffs, and from going upon their prem- 
ises. 

What does the Supreme Court of Min- 
nesota mean when it declares that the 
trial judge went too far in restrain- 
ing the defendants from “going upon 
the premises? Does it mean that 
when a strike or a boycott has been 
declared against an employer of la- 
bor, the ex-employés or the agents of 


upon the premises of such employer 
for the purpose of spying upon his bust- 
ness and inducing even by peaceful 
persuasion) other workmen to quit em- 
ployment? Obviously, no court could 
so far misinterpret the spirit and the 
letter of the law as that. A man's 
house is his castle, and his place of 
business is his own property, which 
must at all hazards be held sacred from 
any such intrusion as appears to be 
contemplated in this decision. Yet the 
labor agitators and unions will doubt- 
leas construe the Supreme Court's de- 
cision to mean that strikers and boy- 
cotters may, at their pleasure, go upon 
the premises of an employer against 
whom they are waging war, and that 
the employer will have no right to 
resent such intrusion. 

This is a clear case of a loose court 
decision which is likely to cause much 
mischief. If this decision were to be 
construed as the unions will undoubt- 
edly attempt to construe it, it would 
be violative of the Constitution of the 
United States, and of the Constitution 
of every State in the Union, in addi- 
tion to being violative the statutory 
laws of the United States, and of the 
laws of every one of the several States. 
Some time ago a notable article was 
published in American Industries on 
the “Perils of Loose Court Decisions. ’ 
The writer was W. H. Rice, and he 
pointed out, clearly and forcibly, some 
of the evils resulting from inexact and 
ambiguous language in important court 
decisions. Extracts from this article 
are given on the labor page (page 4 
Part I. of this issue.) 


NTITLED TO DAMAGES. 


A dispatch from Aurora, III., sotes 
the fact that M. M. Trauten has filed a 
sult asking damages in the sum of $5000 
from the Tinners’ Union No. 220, in the 
Circuit Court of Kane county, II. 
Trauten alleges, in his complaint, 
that the union prevents him from mak- 
ing a living, and has caused him “to 
become poor, penniless, and helpless.” 
He further declares that his employers 
were compelled to discharge him, by 
threats of a strike and boycott on the 
part of the union, and that in conse- 
quence he lost his job on July 9, 1903, 
and has ever since been out of work. 
He was receiving $8 per day. The com- 
plainant further alleges that the union, 
for the purpose of tmjuring him, ma- 
liciously notified Aurora merchants not 
to employ him, as he had been bilack- 
listed. He charges members of the 
union with having “conspired to drive 
him out of his trade, and force him out 
of the State, to ruin his character as 
a workman and ‘bring him into public 
diegrace and infamy.” 

These are serious charges, or would 
be regarded as such if they were 
brought against any other persons than 
members of a labor union. There are 
people who seek to uphold the richt“ 
ot members of labor unions to commit 
acts which are serious offenses, ane 
even felonies, If committed by persons 
who are not members of unions. Very 
likely the allegations of Trauten are 
true. At anz rate, there are thousands 
of similar cases, where unions have 
done the very things alleged against 
the union in this case, with entire fm-

By the reorganization of the concern 
formerly known as the Murray M. Har- 
Tis Organ Company into a corporation 
that will probably be known aa the 
“American Art Organ Company,” and 
the enlarging of the capital stock from 
$100,000 to £500,000, Los Angeles is to 
Become headquarters for the building 
of large musical instruments for the 
United States, and the new company 
will, even undertake to invade the Eu- 
ropean continent. 

The new company will complete it 
organization early in January, and will 
take over the business of the Murray 
M. Harris Organ Company, although 
the latter company will not pass out 
of existence. Mr. Harris, however, has 
no connection in any manner with 
either company. and has not had since 
last August, when his iterests were 
purchased by other parties. 

The new American Art Organ Com- 

pany will include in its directorate 

Mesers. Eben Smith, W. B. Fleming, 

Edward T. Howe, W. A. Ramsey, Ed- 
“ward Crone, Thomas Ross, Charles 

Ducommun and Andrew Zeigler, and 

their aim is to establish in Los Angeles 

the most complete organ factory in the 

United States. 

EXPANSION. 

With the increase of capital, the new 

company will branch out, and will ex- 
tend its business to all sections. A 
fully equipped business house will be 
‘established in New York, to illustrate 
‘to the eastern purchaser the quality of 
- the instruments built in Los Angeles. 

The fact that the company is con- 
structing an immense organ for the 
Kansas City convention hall is gener- 
ally known; but the extent of this enor- 
mous undertaking is not easily grasped. 
Work has been in progress on the or- 
gan since last June, and it will be com- 
pleted, and ready to ship, about the 
middie of January. 

On account of its great size, it is im- 

bie to set up this instrument here 

Ore it is shipped, but the larger sec- 
tions of it will be placed in positon, ana 
on the afternoons of January 4, 5 and 

_6 it will be ready for public inspection 
at the organ factory on Seventh and 
| Alameda streets. 

OTHER CONTRACTS. 

Since the establishment of this or- 
gan-building industry in this city it 
has turned out forty-three fine i-tetru- 
ments, and has equipped some of the 
largest public gathering places on! th- 
Pacifie Coast. Besides the great con- 
vention hall organ, on which a larer 
corps of men are now at work, the fac- 
tory hag in progress a fine instrument 
for the residence of Edward Doheny 
of Chester Place; a large organ for 
the Methodist: Episcopal Church at 
San José; and one of extra quality for 
St. Mary's Church at San Francisco. One 
Just being completed for the Church of 
the Holy Cross at San Francisco is 
claimed to be one of the finest church 
organs ever placed on this Coast. The 
factory has also recently completed 
instruments for the Methodist churches 
at Long Beach and Oakland. 

At the present time this concern 
gives employment to about eighty 
skilled workmen, and with its extensive 
plans for branching out, it will become

ON GREAT TONTO DAM.

TUNNEL TO BE BORED THROUGH 
THE SOLID ROCK. 
Preparations for the Reclamation 
of Alkali Lands—Failire of the 


Glendale Sugar Factory Enterprise. 
Melon Raising on a Large Scale.

PHOENIX (Arts.) Dec. 25.-—-The next 
item of construction at the Tonto dam- 
site is to be a tunnel through the rock 
d round the end of the dam, to drain the 
ordinary river channel during construc- 
tion and to serve as outlet channel 
upon the filling of the reservoir. The 
tunnel, about 5% feet in length, will be 
dug by Wlhicox 4 Rowe of Riverside, 
Cal, at a cost to the government of 
$38.75 per lineal foot. The only work 
stopped has been that of road oulild- 
ing, because, In one case, the road was 
complete, and in another to await the 
action of Congress upon the Mesa- 
Tonto road bond iseve of Phoenix, 
Tempe and Mesa. The foundation for 
the government's cement mill is nearly 
complete and there is no evidence that 
the officials at Washington have been 
overcome by the cement trust, as re- 
ported. Wilcox & Rowe have the con- 
tract for the building. The machinery 
has been ordered of the Allis-Chalmers 
Company.

TO RECLAIM ALKALI LANDS. 


Thomas II. Means, in charge of the 
reclamation of alkali lands for the De- 
partment of Agriculture, is In, Tempe, 
and will start operations at once upon 
the reclamation of a tract of tyentr 
acres lying a cougle of ‘niles southwest 
of that town. The plat selected is 
heavily coated with alkali, but is fa- 
vored by being upon relatively high 
ground that may be drained by a deep 
ditch near at hand. It is designed to 
wash the alkali from the soil, using 
a method that has proven very success- 
fal In Egypt. There are only two al- 
kaline strips in the Salt River Valley., 
the second being southwest of Phoenix 
about fifteen miles, near the mouth of 
the Agua Fria River.

Comoany have announced that no pros- 
pect exists for the completion of the 
great Glendale factory in time to han- 
die any beet raised this season. Loca! 
creditors are beginning to come forward 
with their claims, which have to a de- 
gree been healed off by the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings instituted In New 
Jersey. Fifield & Gallegher, Phoenix 
builders, have filed a lien for brick 
work, on which an unpald balance of 
$3476 remains. The T. W. Chamber- 
lain Lumber Company also filed a lien 
for payment of $312 lumber bill unpaid.

THE TREASURY SURPLUS. A 
plethoric condition of the national 
treasury has been the cause of con- 
siderabie perplexity to our statesmen 
and the theme for general pubiic dis- 
cussion at several periods in our his- 
tory. It is true that only once in our 
Career have we had an actual over- 
flowing treasury, that is, a condition 
of debts all paid and receipts largely in 
excess of expenditures; but there have 
been other notable occasions when the 
government's receipts for a period of 
years were considerably larger than 
the requirements of administration, and 
more than could be applied to the ex- 
tinguishment of the public debt at 
those particular periods, except by pur- 
chase of bends in the open market, 
which usually resuited in a price for 
the bonds higher than the treasury 
deemed wise to pay for the purpose of 
restoring the government's hoarj of 
money to the channels of trade. It is 
inevitable that superabundant revenues 
ehould be a source of embarrassment 
to officials and the topic of sharp dis- 
cussion in and out of Congress, since 
the regulation of a esprpius involves 
either a change in the tariff system, 
which is a most sensitive point of at- 
tack; a purchase of bonds, whith un- 
der our unscientific currency system 
means a possible disturbgncee in the 
money market; or the undertaking of 
extra public works, a policy ever cer- 
tain to create widespread dissatisfac- 
tion unless taxes are abnormally iow.

In fact, 
Choisser had no intention of violating 
any law, or of beating any man out of 
a penny.

As the institution grows and the 
good reputation maintained by the 
tharges becomes more widely known the 
demands made upon it for children te 
fnoreasing and it is not too much to 
gay that there will be litle difficulty 
fn suitably placing in homes each year 
nearly all the children at the disposal 
ef the management. 

Nor PERMANENT HOME. 

Tt must be borne in mind that this is 


mot intended as a permanent home. Or- 
phans between the ages of one and 
fourteen years may be placed here until 
@ good home can be obtained in a pri- 
wate family. Half orphans are cared 
for, temporarily, until the remaining 
parent is able to provide for them. 
Able-bodied parents with ordinary in- 
mal sum toward clothing and support. 
Thus they do their duty to their own 
and save their self-respect. 

The larger children aid in the house- 
hold work and are carefully instruct- 
ed as to the economy of time. The aim 
is to bring them up to be self-re- 
epecting and self-supporting and to dis- 
courage dependence and pauperism. 
Among other things they are protected 
in every possible way from evil exam- 
pie. 


As none but healthy. normal children 
are admitted to the home the health 
of the inmetes is of the highest aver- 
age. Only six deaths have occurred 
in the last six years, and two of these 
were from accidents—this in a member- 
ship averaging 140. The*plumbing of 
the building is of the best and the 
bathing facilities convenient and com- 
modious. A small hospital, modern in 
ite appointments, makes it possible to 
feclate any child with incipient dis- 
ease, thus protecting the others from 
danger of contagion. 

HOW CHILDREN ARE PLACED. 

The conditions on which children are 
placed in families are that the appli- 
cant furnish satisfactory reference of 

moral character; that the child

be kindly treated: comfortably clothed, 
given medical attention when needed 
end afforded school privilege during 
not less than five months in each year.

The governmenta] holdings are all 
practically banked; of the surplus of 
$21,000,000 only about $6,000,000 being 
held in government offices for account 
current, and the larger part of the 
holdings are in silver dollars.

Though the estimated expenditures 
are larger than ever before, the re- 
sult is not wholly due to increased ap- 
propriations, but to the incorporation 
of the administration of the Federal 
district inte the powers of the Federal 
government, expenditures and receipts 
being thus equally augmented. How- 
ever, as the receipt# will probably be 
in excess of the estimates, and dis- 
bureements fall below the estimates, 
as has happened before, the surplus 
at the close of the fiscal year 1904-05 
will probably be much larger than the 
amount above mentioned. 


Last Monday a unique ceremony oc- 
curred in the palace of the Persian 
Shah at Teheran, as described in a ca- 
blegram received here by the Foreign 
Office. Hon. Sebastian de Miler, 
the Mexican Minister at Paris, had 
been commissioned by the Mexicana 
government as an Envoy Extraordi- 
nary to 
to the Shah the newly-invented Mon- 
dragon rifle, with its marvelous auto- 
matic action. The Mimister was ac- 
companied by Gen. Mondragon, the in- 
ventor of this Mexican gun, and a num- 
ber of commissioners. They were given 
audience by the Shah, in a famous 
Hall of Mirrors, an immense salon of 


Venetian mirrors.. Mr. Mier made a 
brief address in French to His Ma- 
jesty, who reclined in oriental ease 


upon his divan, and a due response was 
made by the ™onarch, who examined 
the gun with a great deal of interest. 
At his request Gen. Mondragon made 


into the beautiful gardens from one of 
the open windows. The Shah took a 
lively interest in the test, and was so 
pleased that he present Gen. Mon- 
dragon with a diamond pin and his own 
photograph fracned in brilliants and be- 
stowed upon the other members of the 
Commission the Order of the Sun. 
Mr. Mier remained eight days in the 
Persian capital with his retinue and 
was housed in the imperial palace, with 
coaches and lackeys at his command, 
and the guest of honor at a series of 
banquets and public entertainments. 
It ig a far cry from Mexico to Persta, 
but Gen. Diaz and the Shah of Persia 
are both enthusiasts im the line of fire- 
arms and both have splendid collec- 
tions, and the presentation by one to 
the other of a rifle supposed to be one 
of the most perfect yet invented, the 
invention of a Mexican officer, was not 
only a pleasing ceremony, but quite 
historical in its way. 


In a corner of the State of Coahulla, 
thirty miles from the town of any 
white man, one of the most interesting 
tribes of Indians with which the 
United States ever had to deal, is set- 
tung in a new home, having re- 
nounced the guardianship and Federal 
ald of that government. This is a 
remnant of the one-time valorous 
Kickapoos, an extraordinary remnant. 
A woman, Wapahoko, ts the leader 
of the tribe. his is the second time 
they have been in Mexico. The move 
on the part of the tribe so far seems

successful, as there are but twelve 
members left on the Oklahoma Reser- 
vation, and they expect soon to join 
the party in Mexico. When the Indians 
arrived in Coahuila they were well 
clo and apparently in good circum- 
sta s. In addition to their blankets 
and grips, each buck carried a new 
Winchester encased in leather. They 
were accompanied to Mexico by M. J. 
Bentley, ex-Indian agent to Ge Kicka- 
poos, now a resident of Shawnee, O. T. 
He resigned three years ago, and took 
up the scheme of forming a colony in 
Mexico. Mr. Bentley said that the 
Kickapoos could live no longer in Ok- 
lahema, because the white man is 
crowding them too much. The death 
ra‘e among the tribe was surprising. 
Twenty-eight years ago the tribe con- 
sisted of 428 people and today there are 
but 184. During the Civil ar the 
Kickapoos went to Mexico and al- 
though the goverimetn sought to re- 
turn them to their reservation, 176 es- 
waped from the soldfers and remained 
in this country. They have lived since 
according to their own tastes and today 
their descendants number 442. This in- 
crease In twenty-eight years compared 
with the decrease fh the Oklahoma col- 
ony in the same length of time is note- 
worthy. „ The land upon which the In- 
dians will reside in Coahuila is a 
beautiful and fertile valley. with a 
river running through the midst and in 
the mountains game abounds. There 
will be no stores nor business institu- 
tions within thirty miles of the Indian 
town. The tribesmen will build their 
huts in groups and will not tolerate 
the presence of any white man, for it 
is their wish to be fter com- 


pletely isolated from white men. Their 


from Shawnee, are leased out. The 
rental is $100 a year for an average 
farm consisting of eighty acres, and 
this fund the Indians expect will fur- 
nish them ail the luxuries they desire. 
The American government has for 
years been making them an annual 
appropriation of $8000, but they have 
now relinquished that right. Their 
squaw Queen is 40 years old and she 
wields undoubted sway over these eu- 
Tious people.

A most interesting brochure hes just 
been issued from the press of the De- 
partment of Encouragement, entitied 
“Cattle Statistics of Mexico.” It is the 
first publication of ite kihd in this 
country, and shows in detail, as as 
couid 1 obtained at present, (Me cat- 
tle incustry of Mexico. Mexico is an 
accidental country, with hills and val- 
leys, rushing rivers, lofiy peaks and 
wide, deep foresis. Tne Mexicans 
habitually conceal returns as the cen- 
sus taker visita each la ality, for fear 
of having the taxes raised, and this cir- 
cumstances, which make it difficult to 
obtain the human census, makes it dif- 
ficult to obtain the census of the cattle. 
The landed estates are held in 
part by Individual owners, who have 
not developed the resour¢s of the same 
one-hundredth part, and upon these 
immense leagues upon leagues of land 
the cattle roam uncalculated even by 
thelr owners. Here and there 
the Indians cut a clearing in the for- 
ests and run in some of this wild cattle 
for their own use, and when the census 
enumerators appear the Indians take to 
the bush and drive their cattle miles 
into the recesses of the forests. Never- 
theless the Department of Encourage- 
ment has beer able to locate stock in 
the republic with a valuation of $120,- 
500,000, of which the cattle are valued 
at $81,009,000: horses, 11.000, 0% mules, 
$10,000,000: goats, $7,000,000; — $6,~ 
— hogs, $2,000,000; asses, $2,000,- 


The largest producer ‘is the great 
agricultural State of Jalisco, with a 
stock valuation of $13,000,000, of which 
$11,000,000 sre cattle. Second in the list 
comes Chihuahua, with a stock valua- 
tion of $9.(00,000. Then Michoacan, $8,- 
500,000; Vera Cruz, 8.000.000 Guana- 
juato, $7,000,000, and Durango, $7,000,000, 

Corsul James A. LeRoy of Durango, 
has jus! reported to the State Depart- 
ment that “During the past ten years 
imporis of coal and coke from the 
United States to Mexico have increased 
rapidiy, owing to the éxtension of the 
railroads and the industrial develop- 
ment of the country. It seems prob- 
able that these imports, while they 
may continue to gain in actual value 
on account ‘of ch devolopment, will 
show a relative line. 

“The Mexican National Iron and 
Steel Company, an American concern, 
which is exploiting the famous ‘Iron 
Mduntain' on the outskirts of Durango, 
now procures all Its coke from the 
Sabinas district in the State of Coa- 
hulla, where about three-fourths of 
the Mexican output of coal and coke 
is produced. The price paid for coke 
here at Durango is $7 to $10 per ton.” 

“The Meridana” is a factory estab- 
lished in Marida for*the making of 
macaroni! and other flour pastes, and 
is owned by two Mexicans, Manuel and 
Juan Arrisunaga. The plant includes 
modern apparata moved by an electric 
motor, with a daily capacity of produc- 
tion of 3000 kilogrammes of macaroni, 
vermicelli and other forms of pastes 
for soups in white and yellow colors, 
common and fine, and said to be as 
good as the best French. e produc- 
tion at present is only about 20,000 ki- 
los per month, for that quantity meets 
the present Yucatan demand. 

The Mexico City Grammar and High 
School will, with the beginning of the 
new year, open a department in com- 
mercial work, and for this purpose has 
secured as director of the department 
Prof. Robert A. Brunt, B. A, Mr. 
Brunt is a graduate of the Teachers’ 
Normal Training School in Canada. 
This department will be opened with 
the school on January 4 next. 

It is estimated that at least 25,000 pll- 
gsrims visited Mexico on the 12th, in 
connection with the famous Feasts of 
Guadalupe; nor were these all of the 
Indian class, although the Indian dan- 
cers in con\ume in front of the church 
would indicate that that élement was 
present.

CRBATURE COMFORTS COUNT. 


Take every precaution to study your 
visitors’ individual ideas of creature 
comfort and be as willing to pander 
to them as a hotel proprietor who is 
starting in business. 

Shall I ever forget the blunder of 
one thoughtless lady in whose house 
we were asked to assembie for half 
past eight breakfast? Now, one of 
my fellow-visitors was a woman of 
feeble nerves, of delicate appetite, and 
her home habit was to breakfast in 
bed off tea and toast For two days 
the semi-invalid came down to the 
table and ate like a drooyy canary 
bird. 

Eventually our hostess found out 
what was amiss and rather grudg- 
ingly offered to send up a bedroom 
tray. She was as good as her word, 
but she falled to discover that the 
maid carried up thick, scorched slices 
of toast, a cup of weak, tepid tea, 
and milk instead of cream. The last 
state of that guest was worse than 
the first, and it goes without saying 
that she has, though frequently in- 
vited. never visited that house again.

She is not one of the noble army of 
disciplinarians who asks boldly whether 
you would like a fire or not and accepts 
your wistful, shivering. polite refusal 
as final. She puts a match to the kin- 
diing wood 4s soon as she entertains a 
mere suspicion that you are chilly, and 
you can be safely trusted to accept her 
invitations with unbounded pleasure 
and a confidence in the care she is go- 
ing to give you so long as you are un- 
der her roof. 

RESPECTING A GUEST'S FEELINGS 


Don't take liberties with guests how- 
ever well you may know them. I al- 
ways put down in my black books the 
woman who has a best and a second- 
best guest room.

ONDON, Dec 15.—It looks now 
more than ever as if the New Year 
would see the bursting of the storm 
cloud that hovers over Russia and Ja- 
pan. At any rate, Japan's chief war 
god is now the recipient of unusual at- 
tention from the faithful, and there is 
no indication that his august influence 
is being exerted to cool the war fever 
that is burning in the veins of the 
masses in the Land of the Rising Sun. 
Hachiman, the Japanese god of war, 
was three years being born, and he 
stayed on earth 130 years before he re- 
turne d to the place where the gods 
live. 
During the three years prior to his 
birth his mother, Jingo, a lady Mikado, 
was busy in Korea, of Chosen, the Land

THE WAR GOD'S FAMOUS TEMPLE 
Bow and Arrow Hachiman has a 
temple in Japan that nearly every 
visitor to the Land of the Rising Sun 
has seen. It is at Kamakura, one of 
the ancient capitals of Japan not far 
from Yokohama. Hachiman’s temple 
and the great bronze image of Amida, 
the Buddha, are the chief sights at 
Kamakura, though the visitor should 
not omit to take a look at the skull of 
Yoritomo, one of Japan's heroes. This 
skull has peculiar interest.

American Interests in Many Other 
Countries.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.-—The su- 
gar production of the world for the 
past year is estimated at 12,657,000 
tons, or over one million tons less 
than the preceding year. India leads 
with an output of about three million 
tons and the United States comes next, 
including the products of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Hawall and the Philippines. Ger- 
many, Russia and Austria are large 
producers each of these countries hav- 
ing an output of over a million tons. 
India, Russia and the United States 
consume their own products and the 
other sugar producing countries pre- 
sent a surplus of nearly four million 
tons to supply deficiencies in the 
United Kingdom, the United States and 
other sugar importing countries. This 
surplus is nearly two million tons less 
than in 1902. The decrease in sugar for 
export is caused by the increased con- 
suming power of the sugar producing 
countries and the depressed condition 
which has prevailed in the beet-sugar 
industry in Germany, Russia and eilse- 
where. 


It has been estimated that over one 
million Canadians have come to the 
United States and found occupation or 
employment therein. Investigation as 
to the nationality of the immigration 
now going into the Canadian North- 
west shows that a great many of these 
people are returning to the land of 
their brith. According to statistics 
furnished by the Commissioner of Emi- 
gration of the Dominian government 
122.141 immigrants settled in Manitoba 
during the nine months ending Octo- 
ber, 1903, of whom 41,000 came from the 
United States as against a total im- 
migration for the same months in 1902 
of 54,490, of whom .23,000 were from the 
United States. 

Energetic efforts have been put forth 
during the last year by the minion 
government to induce immigration 
from the United States. These efforts 
have met with considerable success, as 
the figures show. As stated, however, 
u very large proportion of these peo- 
ple going into Canada were originally 
Canadians and the movement does not

year. As it is now we have the bulk of the northern 
trade, and especially that of Manchuria and Mongolia. Our 
cottons are heavier than the English or German cottons, 
and they are in demand on account of the cold climate. 
Further south lighter goods are worn, and there the Eng- 
lish have the preference. There is no reason why we 
should not capture that market as well. indeed it would 
pay the owners of our cotton mills to send agents to China 
to study the wants of the people. 

Within the past few years the Chinese have been spin- 
ning and weaving all sorts of cloth. There are now more 
than four great cotton mills in the country, which make 
about sixty million pounds of cotton annually. Some of 
these mills are at Shanghai. They are equipped with ma- 
chinery as good as our own. They have foreign managers, 
bul the workmen are all natives, who are paid but a few 
cents a day. 


Railroads and Mines. 


There will be a big demand for railroad materials and 
mining machinery in the development of China. That 
empire has the greatest coal fields of the globe. Shansi, 
a State as big as Illinois, on the edge of Mongolia, is un- 
deriaid with coal. i has anthracite beds greater than those 
of Pennsylvania, and thousands of square miles of bitu- 
minous veins. There is iron close to the coal, and a 
manufacturing industry will spring up there. This country 
has been ceded to the Peking syndicate and it is to be 
worked in connection with the English and ſtal ans, There 
is coal in all the other provinces and in many iron as 
well. There will be a demand for coal-mining machin- 
ery, diamond drills and also for timber. 

The railroad era in China has just begun, only a few 
hundred miles of track having been built. Roads are now 
projected throughout the busiest parts of the empire. One 
of the best concessions is owned by an American syndicate 
and has been surveyed by American engincers. This is a 
line which will eventually connect Hankow and Canton. 
Each of these cities has more than a million inhabitants, 
and the country between them has one hundred millions. 
The distance is about as great as from New York th Chi- 
cago, and it is estimated that the road can be built for 
thirty million dollars, 

An extension of this fine owned by the Belgians is pro- 
jected from Hankow to Peking. This is partially built. 
There are a number of other roads planned or in course 
of construction, so that the demand for steel rails and all 
sorts of railway materials will be great. Millions of ties 
are needed, and an enormous number of bridges, as 
much of the country is cut up by canals. The ties and 
bridge timber could be furnished by the Philippine Islands. 


The Yankees in Japan. 


The Japanese are now among our best customers. They 
had practically no foreign trade a generation ago, but they 
now buy and sell to the extent of a half billion dollars a 
year. Their purchases of foreign goods amount to 280, 
000,000, and one-seventh of them come from the United 
States. British India sells Japan as much as we do, and 
Great Britain more. Germany and China rank about even, 
but both are far behind the United States. 

During a visit to Tokio some years ago | talked with the 
premier, Count ho, about the chances for American en- 
terprises there. He said that the trade with the United 
States would increase, and suggested that Americans 
should establish factories in Japan to supply the Chinese 
market. He said that property would be safer there than 
in China, and that the labor could be handled moch bet. 
ter. As an evidence of the growth of manufacturing he 
said that twenty years ago the Japanese spinning was all 
done on old-fashioned wheels and by hand. It is now 
performed with the best of modern machine. 

Japan has now sixty cotton mills in which seventy thou 
sand hands are employed. There are more than 50,000 
women at work in the factories. A large number of ma- 
chine shops have been established, and all sorts of work is 
done in iron and steel. 

The Japanese make their own war materials. They 
have their own navy yards, and railroad shops. They buy 
our pneumatic tools and clectrical materials. They are 
grinding American wheat in their flour mills, which are 
cquipped with American machinery. They are also using 


doostan. The markets there are not appreciated by us. 
Farther India is now being opened up by new railroads, 
and it will be connected with China. Gen. Grant pre- 
dicted that Rangoon would at some time be one of the 
great ports of the world, and his prophecy is coming truc. 
it is already a trade center, and has considerable imports 
of American goods. The most important ficid, however, 
is Hindoostan. That country is one-half the size of the 
United States, and it has a population of 300,000,000, or 
one-fifth of all the inhabitants on earth. Its people are 
industrious and business-like. They are good farmers, and 
raise quantities of wheat and cotton, as weil as rice, 
opium and other things. They have enormous factories, 
many of them managed by the English, and they manu- 
facture for export. Their foreign trade already amounts 
to $700,000,000 annually, and they export goods to the 
amount of $400,000,000. 

A large part of the Indian exports is in cottons, which are 
shipped to casiern Asia, as weil as to Africa and Europe. 
The best of modern machinery is used in the mills, and 
the labor is exceedingly cheap. 


Tho Growth of India’s Commerce. 


The foreign trade of India shows whal can be made of a 
colony when properly handicd. The English have devel- 
oped industry and trade there, and of late it has gone 
ahead by leaps and bounds. The Hindoos are buying ten 
times as much as they were in 1840, twice as much as they 
bought in 1860, and 20 per cent more than in 1890. In 1840 
the imports amounted to only $28,000,000, in 1890 
they were $231,000,000, and this year they will be 
probably $30,000,000 more. At the same time the 
exports have increased from $51,000,000 in 1840 to $403,- 
000,000 in 1902, so that the balance of trade is largely 
in India’s favor. ° 

Of the imports we supply only about 2 per cent., al- 
though we use 7 per cent. of the exports. Our trade might 
be greatly increased if American goods were put on sale. 
Our consuls to Calcutta and Bombay are urging tha! 
drummers be sent to India, and the Calcutta man thinks we 
should establish a museum or sample warehouse there for 
the display of American products. We says that all sorts 
of our machinery and electrical supplies, American shoes 
and foodstuffs, as well as hardware and cutlery, can be 
sold. The East Indians want cheap umbrellas, watches, 
clocks and toys of all kinds. There are openings for 
American farm tools, and for heavy farm machinery. 

India has wheat ficids as large as the State of Ohio, and 
it produces at times as much as 7,000,000 tons of wheat in 
a year. It needs reapers, mowers and thrashers. it is a 
country of railroads, but most of the rolling stock is sup- 
plied from Europe. Within recent years a few American 
engines have been tried, and that with success. 


Persia and Turkey. 


Going westward from india we come to Persia, with the 
Turkish provinces adjoining. The Sultan has granted a con- 
cession to the Germans to build a railroad from Constanti- 
nople to the Persian Gulf, and this may lead to the intro- 
duction of German goods into Persia. At present the 
Russians have 56 per cent. of the trade, and the British 
follow with about half that amount. Turkey sells some 
goods to Persia, and the same is true of France, Austria, 
Germany, China and Japan. Our exports there amount to 


increasing, and that he will now grant concessions for rail- 
roads and mines. His country has gold, silver and copper. 
Some of the fields are being worked, and here and there 
American mining machinery is used. The larger Persian 
cities have now tclegraphs and telephones, and a few 
of them tramways. The telephones and telegraphs are 
owned by the government, but the railroads are in the 
hands of private parties. Persia's imports amount to about 
twenty million dollars a year. 

The trade of Turkey is largely European, although quite 
a lot of American goods are sold in Constantinople, and 
at the ports of Asia Minor.

Our New Steamers to Asia. 

Our connections with Japan and China are steadily im- 
proving. Wien | first crossed the Pacific, about fourteen 
years ago, there were only two steamship lines. There are 
now about five “imes that many, and two of the Ines 
belong to the Japanese. You can get ships from San 
Francisco, Portland, Tacoma and Vancouver for Yoko- 
hama, Shang ai and Hongkong, and there are al o steamers 
from San Diego, Cal., sailing at irregular intervals to the 
same ports. Two of the biggest ships of the world are just 
aboul ready to make their first voyages across the 
Pacific. These are the Minnesota and the Dakota, built by 
the Great Northern Railroad to accommodate its trans- 
Pacific trade. They have each a displacement of 38,000 
tons, and can carry 280,000 barrels of flour. The Dakota is 
14,000 tons bigger than the Great Eastern, and 16,000 tons 
bigger than the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. Ihe ships are 
630 feet long, 73 feet wide and 56 feet deep. Each has 
accommodations for 3000 passengers, including the crew. 
They will travel to Asia by the shortest route, which is that 
from Puget Sound to Japan, and will make the best time 
across the Pacific.

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The Mystery of Radium. 
Sm WILLI Ramsay EXPLaINs 
How If 18 PROCURED.

O much has been Said about radium and its amazing 

qualities that our readers will be interested in a short 

account of the way in which these are being studied 
at University College by Sir William Ramsay. 

Of course, no attempt can be made within the brief 
limits of a newspaper article to describe these complex and 
“‘faxinating researches, but some clementary idea may be 
formed of the principles that underlie them. 

To begin with, it may be worth while to point out that 
radium is not being made in this country at present. Its 
production is so laborious and complicated an operation— 
and so lacking in immediate scientific interest in compari- 
son with the study of its effects—that it would hardly be 
worth while for a chemist like Sir William Ramsay to un- 
dertake it. Yet the sources of supply are so limited thal il 
may be necessary to underiake the preparation of the 
metal in England. 

Sir William Ramsay told a representative of the Daily 
Mail, whom he yesterday did the honor of conducting over 
his laboratory, that he is pulling every possibic string to ob- 
tain enough radium for his needs, but is nol over-sanguine 
of succeeding. He has just obtained a smal! supply at the 
rate of 12s. a milligramme. Unfortunately the B.itish citi- 
zen is not as yet familiar with the intricacies of the metric 
sysiem, and it may be convenient to Kate here that a milli- 
gramme is about one sixty-sixth of a grain—roughly, one 
thirty-thousandth part of an ounce. 


Precious Crystals. 


“That is £10 worth of radium bromide,” said Sir William 
Ramsay, pointing, with a smile, to a tiny heap of brownish 
crystais which could be taken up on the point of an ordi- 
nary penknife. “Of course, you understand that the pure 
metal has not yet been isolated. We use the bromide in 
all our work. Here is £30 worth—50 milligrammes.“ He 
produced a box carefully wrapped up in thin sheet lead. 
about the size of a safely maichbox, and showed the few 
crystals reposing in a glass-lopped metal box. It is neces. 
sary thus to confine the searching rays of the radium com- 
pounds, which—as i. Curie found to his cost—produce 
pairful sores in the skin if they are carried without such 


precautions. 

Kadium bromide—a compound of radium with bromide, 
which is closely allied to the more familiar clements of 
iodine and chiorine—thus corresponds to the potassium 
bromide so commonly prescribed as a sedative. It is pre- 
pared from pitchblende, a dark mineral named from it. 
characteristic fracture, in shape and color like that of hard- 
ened pitch, which is found in many places—e. g., in Corn- 
wall. The mines from which it has been hitherto procured 
are chiefly those of Austria, notably at Joachimsthal, where 
the Austrian government has a manufactory of uranium 
oxide, used to give its color to the well-known yellow “ura. 


mum glass.“ 
Process of Extraction. 


Sir William Ramsay last weck explained in our column: 
—with his characteristic lucidity—how Mme. Curie tracked 
down radium as the source of the curious “radio-activity” 
which had long been known as a quality of uranium com 
pounds. Pitchblende, the chief ore of uranium, contains 
perhaps a fraction of a grain of radium to the ton, and the 
extracting of this in the form of bromide depends on a 
process of what chemists call “fractionation.” That is, the 
uranium compounds are arranged according to the rela. 
tive radio-activity which they show in the power of dis- 
charging a charged electroxope, and so on. The mos! 
radio- active are selected and again divided into parts of 
varying activily, until at last the tiny residue consists of 
nearly pure radium compounds. 

The process is long, tricky, and difficult, so that the price 
of radium bromide cannot be expected to fall very low, 
though it is rather a fictitious one just now. 

Having got your radium bromide, what are you to do 
with ? You can test its power of giving off rays of three 
distinct kinds—the Alpha, Beta, and Gamma rays, as they 
are called. n is believed that the Alpha and Beta rays 
consist of material particles shot out al tremendous ve- 
oc Ries, so mall and swift that they are capable of pene- 
trating the toughest bodies, but differing in thal the Beta 
rays are much more penetralive than the Alpha.

the instrument used to study these is one of the simplest 
and cheapest goid-leaf electroscope, which 
any schoolboy can mike with an old pickic-botile, a cork, 
a bh of wire, and a slip of gold ieaf. Sir William Ram- 
say and Prof. J. J. Thompson agres in saying that there ts 
nothing better to detect the presence of Alpha and Beta 
rays, which discharge sucn an elec! oscop? as soon as a 
particle of radium bromide is brought near it. 

Another method of detecting radio-activily is by 
means of a fluorescent body, such as Willemile (called 
after a king of Holland.) which glows wiih a beautiful 

light when radium is brought near it in the dark. 
But this method does not allow the amount of radio-activ- 
ity to be measured so accurately as the gold-leaf elec- 
troscope, with a scale altached to show the rate at which 
the, leaves fall together. The olectroscope, in short, is to 
the radio-active worker what the balance is to the chemist, 
or the spectroscope to the astronomer. 
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All the details were shown to our representative, who was 
particularly struck by the extremely small quantities which 
have to be worked with. The residual quantity of the ra- 
dium “emanation” now changing into helium in one tube, 
for instance, seemed to occupy about the twentieth par’ 
of an inch at the top of a glass tube whose bore might be 
approximately equal to that of an ordinary tobacco pipe. 

Sir William Ramsay laid stress on the infinitesimal quan- 
tities with which he has to work, and yet out of this almost 
inappreciable bubble of gas may rise a whole new and 
beautiful world of Knowledze about the ultimate structure 
and trend of the universe.

But today monsieur, although gentiemantly, was distrait, his

It is only a few months since Mme. Margot left the whirl 
and gaycty of Faris, and although she understands English 
readily, she speaks only her own language: it was natural, 
therefore, that she should feel keenly the indifference of 
her compatriot. Her soft brown eyes, so eloquent that 
they make the use of words unnecessary, showed that she 
was hurt, and imputsively | stretched out my hand to her, 
an act of friendliness to which she was quick to respond 
by joining us on our tour of inspection.

For you must understand that M. Boojun is a fine 
French bulldog, who, during his mistress’ stay in Pasadena, 
is boarding at this pension for dogs. 

This is not his first winter at the pension, so evidently his 
Quarters are to his liking. 

Mme. Margot is also a French bulldog, and is just recov- 
ering from a long illness incidental to her trip across the 
continent. When she reached Pasadena she was as sick 
as it is given a liltle dog to be. What a consolation it 
must have been to her to be cared for by tender, motherly 
hands, and have words of sympathy poured into her cat in 
a familiar tongue—the language of la Belle France. For 
although the proprietors of the pension are English people. 
they speak French fluently, and the little Parisian is aften 
rejoiced by being spoken to in the language of her 
native land. 

The alert poisc of her head, and the eagerness of her 
obedience when the familiar words fall upon her car 
leave no doubt in the mind of the observer that mem- 
ories of her beloved Paris linger with her, and suggest that 


«| English, although perfectly understood, is still to her the 


tongue of the barbarian. 

The pension is in reality a roomy bam, fitted up for 
a new use. Along one side are the apartments, 
off and roofed over with wire netting. The bed, which fs 
the only article of furniture needed in a dog chamber, is 
a box of straw, a rug, or cushion, according to the taste 
of the occupani—in each case resembling as nearly as 
possible that to which he has been accustomed in his 
own home. 

These rooms are numbered quite like the modern 
hotel, and in the center of the line is the bath. The 
tub, however, is movable, and is pulled out into the middie 
of the main room when the dogs are given their weekly or 
semi-weckly baths. 

it is not the residents of the pension only who patronize 
this bath. Canine ladies and gentiemen living in board- 
ing-houses where they have no bathing privileges are often 
brought here to receive a bath and shampoo. Al one end 
of the main room are several platforms, a few inches high, 
for the accommodation of dogs who are accustomed to 


being chained. One of these was occupied by . 


Boojun, while on another Master Dude was tugging at his 
chain, demanding attention with the sharp insistency com- 
mon to the Spitz. 

What was formerly the stable has been taken for the 
maternity ward, and is at present occupied by Tilnig, of the 
ſox- terrier breed, and her two-months-old puppies. This 
ward opens out on an inclosure known as “the run,” and 
here the little family take air and exercise at will and 
in perfect security. 

The pension is in great favor with owners of valuable 
dogs, for it boasts a resident physician, and the animals 
receive a care that can not be given them at home. Ihe 
position of boarding-house keeper is never a sinecure. 
Even when the boarders 
time for but little else. 
dogs’ faces must 
combed, and then breakfast is served. 
bread and milk, sometimes soup stock thickened with 
corn meal, flour or bread; sometimes dog biscuit. The aim 
is always variety, as with those who cater to boarders in 
human form. The preparation of the dinner, which is 
served at night, is a much more arduous task. Fresh meal 
is boiled until tender, when it is taken out and vegetables are 
added to the stock to give a flavor. All kinds are used 
except potatoes, which are indigestible for dogs. The meat 
is chopped fine, and then returned to the kettle, and the 
whole thickened with flour or bread. 

All the cooking utensils are so clean and the odor which 
arises from the steaming food is so appetizing that one is 


the pension. The family included, besides those already 
mentioned, aue Jill, a Spitz laid up with a sprained 
shoulder, and Mile. Snowball, a French poodle. The board- 
ers are not always of the canine race, however; cats are 
cqually welcome, and many a family going away for a 
summer vacation puts their pet pussy here, insiead of 
leaving her to fend for herself at their deserted home.

When the hour of sacri- 
fice arrived, however, his heart failed him. Repelled by 
Tibh’s giuttonous smile—or possibly it was Lucys seductive 
grace that caused him to swerve from his allegiance—he 
decided to turn the victim loose in the apartment occu- 
pied by the domestic cat and her family.

This mechan- 
ism is now gencrally installed upon electric cars in addition 
lo the fuse. It is often placed on the roof of the platform 
over the motorman's head, where it is easily reached, and it 
is set to operate at a higher current value than the fuse. 
because the circuit breaker acts almost instantaneously, while 
it takes a little time for the fuse to be melted. Now a motor 
car can stand for a second or two a current which would 
destroy it if applied for a tonger period. The circwit 
breaker then takes care of heavy overloads, and the fuse 
protects the motor against those smaller currents which arc 
dangerous if applied for a considerable time.

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Out Boy Employees. 


TWENTY THOUSAND YOUNGSTERS IN 
THE PAY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 
By a Special Contributor. 

ASHINGTON, Deo. 21.—Uncle Sam has 20,000 boy 

employees on his big. pay roll. They are scat. 

tered not only in every part of the country, but 
in every quarter of the globe, and they pursue widely dif- 
ferent vocations. Some of these youngsters receive very 
modest pay, but others draw salaries equal to those of 
many men. included in the great army of juvenile work- 
ers under the Stars and Stripes are lads who are learning 
to be “Jackies” with a view to fulure service on our war 
vessels, pages in both houses of Congress and the United 
States Supreme Court, drummer boys and buglers on the 
American warships, special delivery messengers in pos- 
offices in all parts of the country; and other toilers in one 
branch or another of the public service. 

In point of numbers one of the most important divisions 
of this junior labor army is made up of the lads who are 
getting into trim to perform the work of full-fledged “Jack- 
ies” on United States men-of-war. The Navy Department 
now has facilities for training annually upward of nine 
thousand of these young men—most of them being given 
instructions on the Atlantic coast. These lads begin their 
work for Uncle Sam with a R or nine months’ course of 
instruction at the training station at Newport, R. I., or San 
Francisco in case they are destined for apprentices, or a 
three months’ instruction course in case they are to serve 
as landsmen. The period of work on shore is followed by 
an interval of six or three months on training ships, and 
then the new member of the naval force is transferred to 
a full-fledged man-of-war. 

All Must Work. 


Generally speaking, u is useless for any boy to enter 
Uncle Sam's service if he is afraid of work, and particularly 
is this the case in the navy. The boys in our sea-fighting 
service have a very busy time of it from the minute they 
enter this field of activity. During their first few months on 
shore these boys are expected to learn how to care for 
their persons and their clothing, to master the knack of 
going aloft and making and furling sails, and to become so 
familiar with the manual at arms that they can drill with the 
precision of veterans. On shipboard they need o work 
even harder, for they are expected to gain within the brief 
space of a few months a pretty full insight into seaman- 
ship and gunnery—both big subjects. The gunnery course 
embraces much more than the mere knowledge of how 
to shoot straight and how to repair a gun if it is damaged, 
and the boy who is up on seamanship knows not only 
the different kinds of vessels and the different 
parts of each of them, but has also some prac- 
tical knowledge of how to handle almost any craft 
that floats. In this connection it might be mentioned that 
some of these lads after they graduate into the full honors 
of a Jacky’s position are yet young cnough to be desig- 
nated as “boy employees,” but if this class of young men 
or the younger contingent at Annapolis and West Point be 
included, Uncle Sam's enrollment would be far above the 
20,000 mark. 

Uniformed Messengers. 


As numerous as the boy “Jackies,” and increasing in 
number even more rapidly than the juvenile sailors, are 
the uniformed messengers who perform the work of deliv- 
ering special delivery letters at the postoffices throughout 
Uncle Sam's domains. This force is divided into detach- 
ments of widely varying size, ranging, in fact, all the way 
from the body of several hundred messengers employed in 
each of the largest cities, such as New York, Boston and 
Chicago, to the lone courier attached to the postoffice in 
a small town. These boy messengers, who range in age 
from fourteen to nineteen years, do not receive regular 
salaries, but are paid on the basis of the amount of work 
performed. 

Uncle Sam is quite generous to these hustling lads. He 
attows them 8 cents of the 10 which he receives for trans- 
mitting a special delivery letter. Thus if a boy pedals lively 
and has a good tun of luck he may readily carn man's 
wages. On the other hand he must encounter the bug- 
bear of days when his earnings are pretty small, but owing 
to the growing utilization of the special delivery service, 
these dull periods are growing fewer and further between. 
A boy who aspires to enter Uncle Sam's service as a special 
delivery messenger must provide himself with a bicycle, 
and he is expected to provide himself with a uniform, but 
this he gets at wholesale rate through the government, the 
suit and cap complete costing not more than $10 or $12. 


Pages in Congress. 


The aristocrats among Uncle Sam's boy empioyees are 
the pages who work in the marbie halls of the United 
States Capitol at Washington. They are the best-paid of all 
the lads who draw money from the government, and hold 
positions which are, in the eyes of young America, the 
cream of government jobs. There are upward of half a 
hundred pages in the House of Representatives, but less 
than half that number in the Senate. There are supposed 
to be no pages under twelve years of age, and none over 
sixteen, but as a matter of fact, both these limits are dis- 
regarded more or less. 

in the matter of money-making, the Congressional page 
comes pretty near having the greatest boon enjoyed by 
any American boy. He receives the very tidy salary of 
$2.50 a day, and no person, not even his parents, can de- 
prive him of it. He is never “docked” for Sundays or holi- 
days, which means that he receives pay for the full thirty 
or thirty-one days in each month, and, better luck still, he 
is never paid less than a full month's salary. Thus if Con- 
gress is in session but one day in a month the fortunate 
pages draw their $75 or $77.50 just as though they had been 
toiling throughout the entire four weeks. 

But more wonderful still, is the fact that that page boy's 
salary, big as it is, by no means comprises the sum total 
of his earnings, Every page in the House averages $2 a 


— 


week in lips over and above his stipend. This fee- 
ing is not permitted in the Senate, in lieu of it the up- 
per house of Congress makes it a practice to, at the close 
of each session, vote the pages an extra month's salary as 
a sort of reward of merit. Finally, the boys have several 
“side lines,” the most profitable of which is the sale to au- 
tograph collectors and others of little albums, containing 
the names of the nation's leading statesmen. The little 
lad who runs an errand for a Senator or Repre- 
sentative or fills his ink well or remembers to bring the leg- 
islator his favorite style of pen point, has no difficulty in 
securing a desired signature in the little leather-covered 
volume which he is prepared to fish out of his pocket at 
scant provocation. Recently when Carrie Nation created a 
scene at the Capitol, the autograph-hunting pages de- 
scended upon her in a body, and souvenirs of her visit in 
the form of albums with the signature of the “smasher” 
sandwiched in between the chirography of staid and digni- 
fied Senators have sold for prices well above the $5, which 
is the standard price for these autograph collections. In 
the Senate the average page makes about $5 a month oul 
of his autograph collecting enterprise, and there are cases 
on record in which two or three times that sum has been 
realized. 


Court Employees. 

High as is the pay of the Congressional pages, it is some- 
what overshadowed by the salaries of the youngsters in the 
service of the United Slates Supreme Court. There are 
only three or four of these lads, but they each receive a 
salary of $90 a month, or approximately $3 a day. More- 
over, they do not have as long hours as the servitors of the 
Congressman. To be sure, none of the lads wno work at 
the Capitol has to put in an appearance before 9 o'clock 
in the morning, but the pages who are at the behest of the 
members of the nation’s highest tribunal never have to 
work overtime owing to night sessions. There are a num- 
ber of pages or messengers engaged in fetching and carry- 
ing the million volumes in the great Library of Congress, 
but their work is neither so interesting nor so remunera- 
tive as that of the boys employed in the huge white- 
domed building. 

Globe Teetters. 


The greatest globe-to'ters among Uncle Sam's employees 
are the drummers and buglers of the United States Marine 
Corps. These lads receive, in addition to their board and 
clothes, only $13 a month—less than one-sixth of the 
amount that goes into the pockets of the average page at 
the Capitol, and yet by reason of the opportunity afforded 
to sec the world many a youngster will choose the Marine 
Corps position in preference to the other. Two of these 
“music boys,” a drummer and a bugier, are attached to 
every United States war vessel which carries a detachment 
of marines—the “soldiers of the navy”—and this means, of 
course, all the principal floating fortresses flying the Stars 
and Stripes. 

These lads have plenty of opportunity for sightseeing 
for picking up a trade if they be industriously inclined, for 
their duties when afloat are limited te two “calls” a day 
when in port, and none at all when al sea. Any boy be- 
tween. fourteen and sixteen years of age may take up this 
work. The lads spend from three months to a 
year at a preparatory school at Washingion, where 
they practice for six hours a day beating drums and 
sounding trumpets. The government pays all expenses, 
even to providing the brilliant blue uniforms which they 
wear. During the instruction period there is withheld from 
each boy's pay the sum of $3 monthly—$1 for each of his 
three instructors. There are several hundred of these 
“music boys” in the service, and anywhere from thirty ta 
seventy are under training at Washington all the time. 

in addition to all the principal classes of boy employees. 
there are youthful workers in almost every branch of the 
governmental service. They are found in considerable 
numbers in the Revenue Cutter Service, the Rural Free 
Delivery Service, the Railway Mail Service, etc., and there 
are even some boys who have not yet reached their ma- 
jority in the departments at Washington. A notable ex- 
ampie is found in the person of Earl Shaw, the twenty- 
year-old son of the Secretary of the Treasury, who has re- 
cently taken up clerical work at a very modest salary in 
the department over which his father presides.

Ihe Druids observed New Year with great pomp and 
ceremony. One feature of their ceremonies was the dis- 
tribution of the misticloe among the people on New 
Year's Eve. The priests went in annual procession, on the 
sixth day of the moon nearest the New Year, wearing white 
robes and bearing a golden sickle with which to detach the 
sacred parasite from the tree. So much did they esteem 
it that it was carried in a while cloth. n must Be cut from 
the divine oak, in the forest dedicated to the gods. The 
appictree mistictoc, used in England. is a different thing 
altogether. We all remember the mythological story ot 
Eneas, who, when descending to Avernus, was compelicd 
to take with him a branch of this plant to Proserpine. 
Virgil compares the golden bough in these regions to this 
mistletoe. 

An old Druidical tradition was that the maiden nol 
kissed under the mistletoe would go husbandiess all the 
year. “it is under this pagan mistletoe,” says George 
William Curtis, “that the Christian youth of today kisses 
the Christian maiden. 

The Romans had two New Years, the sacred one, which 
was the Ist of March, and the civil one of which we have 
just spoken, the Ist of January. 

The Jews had a sacred and a civil year; the former be- 
gan in March or April, the latter in September or Octobcr, 
varying with the lunar period. The early Greeks had no 
settled year; when one was finally adopted, they com- 
menced it at the vernal equinox. 

The early Christians also considered the vernal equinox 
the proper time to commence the New Year. The Chi- 
nese and most indian nations commence the New 
Year with the first new moon in March, the Persians in 
June and the Egyptians carly in the autumn, or the first 
day coinciding with the rising of the Dog Star. 

Among the Saxons the New Year was ushered in by 
friendly gifts. Later, this custom of making gifts was car- 
ried to a ruinous excess. Henry Ul of England extorted 
costly gifts from his court. Queen Bess carried it to such 


When Henry Vill was receiving costly presents from his 
courtiers, we read that honest old Latimer handed him a 
Bible, with some pertinent chapters marked, much to the 
burly King's disgust. 

When pins were first invented and brougnt into use, 
about the beginning of the sixteenth century, they were 
considered most appropriate presents. They replaced an 
ugly, awkward wooden skewer. Sometimes their value in 
money, for they were expensive, would be given, which 
finally came to mean a sum of money secured by the 
wife, on her marriage, for her small private expenses. 

The commonwealth put an end to this custom of costly 
present giving to royalty and nobility, and it was never re- 
vived to any extent. 

Dr. Drake tells us that, in the sixteenth century, prince 
and peasant alike celebrated the New Year with regular- 
ity and parade. 

Ben Johnson, in his Christmas masque, introduces a hu- 
morous character called “New Year's Gift.” He wears a 
serving man's blue coat, with an orange and a sprig of rose- 
mary on his head, his hat full of jewelry. a gingerbread col- 
lar and a bottle of wine under cach arm.

The Governor did not approve of the short skirts worn 
by the ladies, and ordered a ruffle put at the bottom of 
them. He likewise disapproved of some of their steps in 
dancing, and ordered that no other steps should be taken 
but the “shuffle and turn,” and the “double troubie.” 

The custom of New Year's calling was very prevalent in 
most of the large cities of the United States for a long 
while, many gentiomen making as many as forty and fifty 
calls on that day. This custom has been generally discon- 
tinued except in Washington city. Here the President and 
wife, assisted by the wives of the Cabinet members, hold 
reception at the White House, all the morning. It is a 
most brilliant spectacie, as all the Diplomatic Corps and 
the army and navy are in full uniform Both houses of 
Congress also pay their respects to the chief of the na- 
lion, and then the general public’ are admitted. 

Charlies Lamb, one of the tenderest of our English e. 
sayists, says: “Of all sounds, of all bells, the most solemn 
and touching is the peal which rings out the old year. They 
take a personal color. Not childhood alone, but the young 
man, till thirty, never feels practicolly that he is mortal.” 
He tells us that “every man hath two birthdays, two days 
in every year which set him upon revolving the lapse of 
time as it affects his mortal duration; his an birthday 
and the birthday of the New Year.” 2

A constant succession of cuttings will bring bloom at almost 
any season of the year, but this would require much coax- 
ing and care. 

in cutting the poinsettia, long stems are desirable, ana 
it also happens that the shrub should be cut back to 
within two buds (about six inches usually.) of the old wood, 
in order that it will the next season do its full duty. A 
sharp knife must be used in the culting, and as like most 
“milkweeds,” the poinsettia bleeds desperately upon cul- 
ting, the flower stalk must be treated in some artificial 
manner to prevent its withering. The florists have varying- 
methods, but the most used is of plunging the ends of the 
flower stalk into boiling water, which “cooks” the milk to 
a jelly, and prevents further bleeding. The stalks should 


not be placed very deep in the hot water, but only the 
ends, as it softens the stem. In preparing the flowers for

concentrated vividness. Somehow we quickened pace, 
and in a few minutes | was down al the lower end of the 
field watching the small boys strip down the lower leaves, 
so that the sun and wind might check the bleeding and 
prepare the flower for the cutting by the men the next 
day. The owner, Frank S. Sessions, tells me that finding 
that there were but few sections of California where oul- 
of-door-grown poinsettias could be absolutcly immune 
from frost at the time just before Christmas, when they 
were wanted by the decorators, he carefully chose and 
planted this field, where frost had never been known to 
strike, and is now gathering his first crop. 

Three thousand magnificent sprays had been shipped to 
San Francisco by the 21st of December, for there is grea’ 
demand in San Francisco for the beautiful poinsettia as a 
Christmas flower, and yet while they may be grown out of 
doors in the north the Christmas supply for several year 
past has been badly damaged by heavy frosts. And then 
too, it is a noticeable fact that the bracts are much mor 
brilliant in color grown in the south than in the cooler 
north. San Francisco florists say they have never been 
able to show such poinsetiias as have come to them 
from the Sessions plantalion this season. 

The History of “The Christmas Fi wer.” 


The poinsettia belongs to the Luphorbia, and is a species 
of milkwort or spurge. The uphorbias were so named in 
honor of Euphorbus, physician to Juba, the King of Mauri- 
tania, and Poinsettia puicherrima was formerly known to 
the scientists as Euphorbia pulcherrima. The beauty of the 
plant hes, not in the flowers, which are insignificant, but 
in the bracts that surround the flowers, and which are, in 
the variety most grown here, a vivid vermilion. All the 
world aver the poinsettias are freely grown as house plants, 
in pots of tubs, but one knowing these only can have no 
true conception of their native beauty, as discovered by 
Joel R. Poinsettc, who, while representing us as American 
Minister to Mexico in 1828, introduced to the world this 
most popular genus of evergreen shrubs. 

Poinsettia pulcherrima in its habitat, with us in Southern 
California, and even better in the Hawaiian Islands, grows 

to a tremendous size, and in some of our towns may be 
' found in almost every dooryard, but to have it flower at 
} the right time for the florists, and to secure fine, well-de- 
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wholesaling and shipping, they mus all pass through such 
a process of searing. 

The poinsettia is not difficult to propagate, but may be 
started from cuttings, much in the manner of starting 
geraniums. The problem of their culture is to bring them 
into bloom at caractly the right time for the holiday trade, 
and that there is a sort of “trade secret” in this is evident. 
for all over Southern California poinsettias have been in. 
bloom and are nearly gone, while Mr. Sessions has his 
“just ready.”

Nearly all the 
villages in the South had their cockpits, but New Orleans 
and Mobile were the special sporting centers for the whole 
South.

one. From the time a brood of chickens have attained 
sufficient age for the little cocks to begin to try to crow, the 
game spirit begins to make itself seen; the little 
birds begin to fiel for the leadership of the brood, 
and these struggles continuc from time to time until the 
chicks are full grown.

Whether it follows that we have too many poor 
men and should dispose of them by the slow poisoning 
method is not followed out by the World's reasoning, but 
of course it does not mean injury to the poor consumer. 
But that would be the result of adulteration. In bearing 
up the policy of our local Board of Health, all such spe- 
cious, even dangerous reasoning, should be controverted. 
The man of small means should have the purest of foods 
both for his own sake and the health of the community. 
Jellies, jams, syrups, honey, all the condiments, many of 
the extracts and plain foods are adulterated, such as cere- 
als, coffees, teas, fruits and oils. But this only makes the 
necessity more urgent that boards of health, physicians, 
legislators, the public gencrally should provide every pro- 
tection for the man who is not able to provide against 
sickness or fortify himself against iliness through the best of 
surrounding.

History of the Scutellista. 


T is stated upon the authority of C. P. Lounsbury, ento- 

mologist of the Department of Agriculture at Cape Town, 
that the Scutellista have brought the black scale under en- 
tire control in certain sections under his observation in 
South Africa. When he was requested to send the first 
colonies to Alexander Craw he found difficulty in locating 
any black scale whatever, finally succeeding in getting scale 
from an oleander infected with the fly maggots for ship- 
ment to San Francisco. Relying upon Mr. Lounsbury’s 
reputation for accuracy of observation and conservatism, 
we may expect this little insect to continue its good work 
in California. tt is thought the Scutellista have destroyed 
the scale over extensive territories in the central portion 
of the State. But we have some facts to present from fields 
nearer home. The flies are found in hundreds of places 
in Los Angeles county. in company with Prof. C. I. Mar- 
latt, Assistant Entomologist of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, | visited the orchards of James Slauson at 
Azusa about a week ago. in an orchard of young trees 
badly infected with black ale we found the larvae of the 
fly in innumerable quantities.

Walking for Health. 
T HE Times recently gave an account of a record-break- 


ing ascent of Old Baldy by a Los Angeles man, who 

made the trip to the summit from Los Angeles and 
back in less than twelve hours, taking the rilroad to On- 
tario, and a team to the foot of the trail. He had made 
the ascent as guide fifly-six times before.

What to do for a cure or a relief, as to 
diet, outdoor life, ct.; also what effect, if any, weeds 
flowers, grains and hay which grow almost the year around 
in Southern California would have on asthma. ! moved 
from Los Angeles to Altadena to escape the fogs, but as 
yet have found no relief to speak of. | have read your 
‘Care of the Body’ for over a year with much interest, and 
would be much pleased to hear a little on asthma. Also 
advise if following your advice as to catarrh would be bene- 
ficial when one has polypus in connection with catarrh. 
Or would you advise it removed by an operation?” 

Asthma és a troublesome complaint that is difficult to get 
rid of when it once has established a firm hold. However, 
like all other ailments, it can be cured by persistent and 
conscientious adherence to hygienic rules, which is simply 
another way of saying to the laws of nature. 

As to climate, most physicians recommend a dry climate 
for asthma, such as is found on the deserts of Arizona, or 
the mountains of Colorado. It is found, however, by some 
people that they do better in a moist climate, and for the 
same reason the inhalation of steam is recommended. 
One Los Angeles man who suffers much from asthma goes 
up to San Francisco when he feels that an attack is com- 
ing on, and there finds relief. Each sufferer should experi- 
ment for himself in regard to the climate that suits his 
case the best. 

The sufferings of asthmatics will be much increased by 
disturbances of the digestive organs—ty the consumption 
of stimulating foods and drinks that irritate the lining mem- 
branes of the stomach. in fact, in many cases an attack 
of asthma may be directly attributed to uch a cause 
Hence it is highly important for the asthmatic to adopt a 
light and casily-dieested diet, eating not an ounce more 
than he has need for. Adopt the no-breakfast plan, and 
avoid everything that is likely to cause disturbances of the 


digestive tract, such as pork, animal grease, pies, cakes,| ~ » 


sweet stuffs of all kinds, and gravies. Also avoid white 
bread, coffee and alcoholic drinks. Wf you must take a 
little alcohol, an occasional moderate glass of pure Scotch 
whisky k about the best form—or rather let us say the least 
objectionable form—to take it in. Take a hot bath twice 
a week, in which you have placed about a tablespoonful of 
red pepper. This will help to bring the blood to the sur- 
face, and to relieve the congestion that always accom- 
panies asthma, to a greater or less extent. Sponge off with 
cool water after the bath, so as to avoid the danger of 
catching cold. 

ft is quite possible that the fine seeds and pollen of 
weeds that are so common in Southern California during 
the greater part of the year may have an irritating ef!oct 
on the membrane. 

Local treatments are of little avail, but you might inhale 
once or twice a day steam from hot water, in which are 
placed a few drops of cucalyptus oil. A method of doing 
this was recently published in The Times.

by a premonitory stage, that of simple diarrhoea. The 
stools are thinner than natural, and somewhat more fre- 
quent, but not such as to cause alarm. Suddenly the evac- 
uations become more frequent and watery, and the parents 
are surprised and frightened by the rapid sinking and real 
danger of the infant. One of the characteristics of this 
disease is the thin, watery or serous stools. The first evacu- 
ations, unless there has been previous diarrhoea, contain 
considerable fecal matter. They are so thin as to soak into 
the diaper almost like urine, and in some cases the urine 
« scarcely produces more of a stain than does this secretion. 
The odor is very peculiar; not fecal, but musty and offen- 
sive. Occasionally the stools are almost odorless. Usually 
about this time there sets up an uncontrollable irritability 
of the stomach, and whaever is swallowed by the infant is 
rejected almost immediately. The appetite is lost, the thirst 
is intense, the pulse is accelerated, while the respiration 
may be either natural or somewhat increased in frequency. 
There is no abdominal tenderness or evidence of pain; the 
urine is scanty in proportion to the gravity of the attack. 


The loss of strength is phenomenal, and no known disease 
except cholera will cause the same loss of strength in the 
same time. As the disease approaches a fatal termination, 
which often occurs in two or three days, the infant remains 
quiet, not being disturbed even by the flies that alight upon 
the face. The limbs and cheeks become cool, the eyes 
bieared and pupils contracted. A state of stupor results | 
from which there is no relicf, and which after a few hours 
ends in death. Often even in cases which are ultimately 
fatal, there is not such a speedy termination of the disease. 
The diarrhoea ends in inflammation, which runs a pro- 
tracted and obstinate course. The disease then becomes 
the enterocolitis, or intestinal inflammation, such as we 
propose to take up under a separate heading.” 

Now does not all this indicate most plainly that the 
child has taken into its little stomach something unwhole- 
some, at which nature revolted, or hai taken too much of 
wholesome food, also causing a protest from ever-watch- 
ful/Mother Nature? The first idea of an intelligent healer, 
to whatever school he may belong, would, one might 
suppose, be to rest the more or less inflamed interior 
membranes and digestive organs, and to allow nature to 
expel the morbid matter that is causing the trouble.

O study in connection with the sun is, perhaps, more 
absorbing than the solar spots. We know more about 
them now than we did, say, thirty years ago. Now, in 

speaking of these solar depressions—commonly called sun 

spots—we shall have to cover a considerable amount of 
ground in order to get a fair idea of the subject. We Hall. 
for instance, have to consider their origin, what they are, 
and how sun spots develop and dissolve at certain times; 
we shall have to consider their dimensions, their distribu- 
tion over the sun's face, the disturbances attributed to 
them, their duration and effects upon the earth, and their 
periodical appearances; and,.lastly, we must take into c- 
count their formation and naturc, and when and where 
some of them are visible lo the naked eve. | have men- 
tioned these headings so that you may know how the study 
or the science of sun spots is divided; and, as far as prac- 
ticable, we shall deal with the subject in the order named. 

Now, as to their origin and discovery. Sun spots have in 

a particular manner atiracted the attention of astronomers 

since 1609—the year the telescope was first invented. Be- 

fore then, dark objects had been observed upon or very 
close to the solar surface, and the eariier astronomers, not

The conditions surrounding the breaking up or dissolu- 
tion of a snot are varied as to detail; but as to the prin- 
ciple itself, the process of dissolution is much the same in 
almost every che. 

As the end approaches, the surrounding photosohere— 
the luminous envelope which encloses or surrounds the 
spot—siowly advances from all sides. and averwhelms what 
is called the penumbra—that is. the irtervenine onter 
edees of the snot. Then immense flares of a silvery lich. 
more powerful even than the lieht or brilliancy thrown off 
by the rest of the solar surface, mo be seen nuching their 
way towards the exact center of the wot, which astrono- 
mers call the umbra: then confusion arises, and the great 
luminous envelone ix to be sed un within 
the snot of chasm, which almost instantaneously disappears, 
leaving the surface mated with faciulae again. 

How are sun spots d over the solar surface? Mr. 
Carrineton once courted 1396 Hol in the um, and in no 
two instances were grouns of them in a uniform position. 
The spots are together in groups. Very rarely are they ho- 


«| tated or self-dependent. N seems as though spots were 


confined to certain zones of the solar surface. 
IV—Nature’s Secreta 


During a recent observation, over 700 were found in the 


southern hemisphere of the sun, while a considerably less 


number were found in the northern. Why this should be, 
few astronomers seem to know; but all the spots are con- 
fined to two zones. Nature may have her own reasons for 
distributing sun spots only in certain places of the solar 
surface, just as she has her own explanation for causing 
sun spots. at all; but while astronomers can gauge the age 
of the sun, and prescribe a date when his orbicularic maj- 
esty—as the lofty-minded call the sun—will fail as a heal 
and light-giving body, yet not many men can be found 
ready to supply data respecting the unequal distribution of 
these interesting solar dépressions. 

To the ordinary lay mind, perhaps, it may seem a mat- 
ter of minor importance where the spots are placed, the 
interest being wholly centered in their existence; but, as a 
matter of fact, it Is this unequal distribution of the solar 
depressions which is, to the astronomical mind, perhaps the 
more interesting. It raises the point: Is the constitution 
of the sun at those places where there are no spots differ- 
ent from the rest of the solar body? 

Again, are the areas compassing the position of the spots 
declining as light and heat-giving areas? And, if so, may 
this fact be taken as a sign of the breaking up of the solar 
planet? 

This deduction, which, of course, is only theoretical, leads 
us to the other and more important inquiry: Do the sun 
spots exert any serious influence on the earth? 

Yes, they do. Those spotted areas of the solar surface 
immediately turned towards the earth are remarkable for 
the fact that they give off less heat than the unspoticd 
But whether this depiction of solar heat unsetiles 
our weather is hard to say. 

All of our leading astronomers hold that the state of the 
sun's surface is a determining factor in our terrestrial me- 
teorology, making itself felt in our temperature, barometric 
pressure, rainfall, and so forth; and when the 
is in such a position in the heavens as enables 
and to sce more sun spots than usual, we get 
ther.

FROM HOMER” 


LITTLE way out from the noisy crowded streets of 
A London is the beautiful suburb of St. John's Wood. 
As you walk along the road, with its fine houses on 
cither side, the ordinary dull brick wall is interrupted by a 
neat doorway of terra-cotla in Grecian style, bearing the 
monogram L. A. I. Enter the gateway, and a liltle farther 
on you catch a glimpse through the lilacs of the roof of 
a large conservatory, then the wall, glittering with a 
broad band of gay-colored tiles, red, yellow and white, 
and then a glass-covered pathway that leads in a curve 
toward the house. 

The house is more like an enchanted palace than a 
London residence. As the path sweeps around to the front 
door you may see gleaming through the flowers a marbic 
basin, into which a fountain splashes and plays. The door 
is bordered with some fine bronze work, and above it is 
the friendly grecting, Salve,“ which means “Welcome,” 
you enter the hall, which is more a sitting-room 
than a waiting-room, and is separated from the great con- 
servatory only by sliding doors of glass, through which may 
be seen lofty paims, tree ferns and flowering plants. Every- 
thing in this hall is a work of art. It is paneled some five 
fect high with white cnameicd wood, and each narrow 
pane! bears a signed painting by some celebrated artist.

Tadema is not an Englishman; he was born in Drouryp, in 
the north of Holland, on January 8, 1836. His father died 
when he was barely four years old, and his childhood knew 
only simple pleasures. His widowed mother was a woman 
of rare energy, and strong character, but frail of body, and 
poor of purse. There was a large family of children, only 
the two youngest of whom were her own, the rest her hus- 
band’s by his iirst wife. Laurens was his mother's darling. 
and as he watched her brave struggies to support and edu- 
cate her family, the lessons which he learned from her 
sank deeply into his soul. He longed to be an artist, bul 
hus mother, amious to have him learn some profession 
that would, as she thought, bring him a better living, re- 
fused to grant this desire, and it was intended thal he 
should become a lawyer. Every moment that he could get 
from hi, studies was devoted to drawing and skeiching. His 
mother sympa hized with him deeply in his disappotniment, 
and consented to wake him every morning al daybreak by 
jerking a string which he tied to his big toe, that he might 
work at his drawing until school time.

There are two smaller windows, 
and these are of Mexican onyx, so thinly wrought that the 
light falls softly through them, making of each a picture of 
itself. Below these, on a slightly raised platform, stands a 
famous grand piano, inlaid with mother-of-pearl and tor- 
toise shell, the lid lined with vellum, on which are inscribed 
the aulographs of the noted musicians who have per- 
formed on it, or sung to its accompaniment, and they 
are many. 

This bit of fairyland in the midst of humdrum London 
life is the home of one of the greatest living artists, Lau- 
rens Alma-Tadema. Mrs. Tadema, his wife, is also an artist, 
painting old-fashioned children in quaint dress. She has 
her own private studio, to which there are two entrances. 
The one from the hall is through a screen of arches, oak- 
covered, while the studio itself is heavily ceiled with oak 
beams, and has fine old Du'ch carvings. The other passage 
opens into the library, and is lined with old Delft tiles, 
on which are pictures of a Dutch canal scene. From the 
studio a few steps rise to the cosiest little room, almost 
entirely filled by a huge, high, four-post carved Dutch bed- 
stead, with an embroidered cover, and many big, soft 
cushions. This is where Mrs. Tadema rests when she is 
tired. Were, too, are the Dutch cradle and press seen in 
so many of her pictures. The windows are filled in with 
old stained glass of quaint design, and soft coloring. 

There are no drawing-rooms or fancy rooms in this beau- 
tiful house. The library is simple in its fittings, there is a

Assuming that we only provide seven-tenths of a glass of 
milk a day—a very modest quantity for all purposes—we 
shall find it necessary to monopolize the services of a Cow 
for two years and a quarter, and the resultant mik will 
measure 1120 gallons, and will weigh more than five tons. 
To contain the milk we must provide a can five fcet in 
diameter at the base, three feet at the top, and more than 
fourteen feet high, or something like two and a half times 
as high as our subject. 

Nothing less than eighteen pounds of butter can be con- 
sidered sufficient for a year's supply; and this means: that 
in his lifetime our man will dispose of the contents of 
more than a dozen barrels, each containing 100 pounds 
of butter; while, limiting him to one pound of cheese a 
month, we reach an aggregate of 840 pounds; or assum- 
ing that we are providing for a man of 160 pounds 
weight, five and a quarter times his own weight. 

So far we have laid in a stock of food which it would 
take 600 strong men to carry to our imaginary larder, for it 
weighs well over thirty tons; and this is, as can be scen, but 
an install ment of what we shall require. 

Of tea and coffee we will furnish no more than a pint 
a day, having regard for our patient's nerves; and yet we 


shall find that he will drink during his life no fewer man 


3220 gallons. A coffee pot large enough to contain the two 
beverages (for we can safely mix them for our purpose) 
will stand cighteen feet high, with a base seven feet and 
a top five feet across. The pot, with its contents, will 
outweigh three companies of soldiers, and fifty people 
could be stowed away inside it if they did not object to a 
little temporary discomfort. 


HOW TO TALK. 


PRINCIPLES THAT ARE BEING INSTILLED INTO 
THE GERMAN EMPEROR. * 


[London Mail:] Although it does not neces ariy follow 


with a growth in the throat, as the German Emperor has 
been, it is still very necessary to avoid throwing too much 
strain on any one part of the speaking apparatus by ne- 
lecting to make use of all the parts which are intended 
by nature to do their share in the production of sound. 


There are three parts of the throat which ought to be | 
used in speaking if sound is to be correctly produced. | 
1 These are the vocal chords, the epigiottis, and the soft 


palate. Through the vocal chords comes the wind from 
the lungs, and the degree of sound produced depends 


largely upon the relative position of the epigioltis to the 


chords. 

For certain sounds, the epigiottis, which is a soft fringe of 
flesh just below the root of the tongue, descends over the 
entrance to the passage leading to the vocal chords, while 
for others it must be kept up and the passage Ieft clear, 
when the soft palate, which ends in the tonsil, also in- 
fluences the resulting sound. Where most peop!e go wrong 
is in keeping the epigiottis shut for nearly every sound. 
and so forcing the vocal cords to do all the work instead 
of only a share of it, and it is this straining of one part 
of the throat by putting undue pressure upon it and forcing 
it to do more work than it is intended to perform that 
leads very often to hoarseness and loss of voice. The
